The Library continues to contribute to the public interest, 
especially, when people wish to entertain their friends, or to offer 
inducements to parties who wish to purchase real-estate. Two hun- 
dred and forty-two visitors have registered during the year,—nearly 
one half of the number on ‘Old Home Day.’”” The number of 3,094 
books and other publications have been loaned since your last annual 
report, making the average 5914 each week. Ten monthlies and four 
weeklies are taken by the Library.

Report of the Superintendent of 


sehools. 


The school question is the principal one before the voters of 
Acworth. Itis more important than that of finance for finance 
concerns the present only while in the education of the children lies 
the hope of the town. The schools of New Hampshire have been 
far behind those of our sister states, but she is now making a great 
effort to raise the standard of education. 

Looking backward at the town school for a quarter of a centliry 
and comparing them with the schools of the present time, no im- 
portant change has been made that has preceptably advanced the 
standard of education.’ ”

During three decades some superintendents. have done a good 
work and laid the foundation for future prosperity, but most un- 
fortunately others have not builded on the foundation then laid. 

It is believed in this report that it will be better to use the alloted 
space for the discussion of the schools as a whole and suggest ways 
of improvement. 

The past year there was money for only 23 weeks of school. No 
money was available from the dog tax and three school-houses were 
painted. Next year the Tracy District school-house should be 
painted, provided it can be done at a reasonable expense. 

The schools, as a whole, have been good,—some most excellent, 
in others the results have not been what it was reasonable to expect. 
The small pay allowed the teachers in the outlying districts necessi- 
tates, often times, employing persons without previous experience, 
and, in some cases, without sufficient preparation. However, a be- 
ginner may prove a better teacher than some with experience. (7) 


It was found that a majority of schools in town were very back- 
ward in reading, a result of several years of incorrect methods of 
teaching, and they were using books far beyond their ability. In 
arithmetic some were cyphering ir square and cube root, who could 
not do all the examples in fractions or understand the principles of 
percentage. 

It was thought best to change both reading-books and arithmetics, 
and very little change in text-books will now be necessary for some 
time to come. 

A record should be kept of books loaned to students, as many 
forget to return them, and the town is obliged to purchase books in 
their place. 

An effort was made to impress upon teachers and scholars the 
necessity of thoroughness and accuracy, but the instructions were 
not, in all cases, carried out as it was expected they would be. 

There is a growing tendency toward centralization, that is, to have 
fewer schools. This will mean larger and perhaps better schools in 
the villages, but it may also mean a hardship to many distant fami- 
lies, and the question needs most careful consideration. It also 
raises the question of transportation, which is a serious one at the 
present time, and is each year growing more so.

There is no question about the need of more school-money, but, 
until better results can be shown for the money appropriated, there 
is small hope of a larger sum being raised. 

Is it advisable to establish a curriculum, that is, have a prescribed 
course of study in our schools? Should a scholar in the outlying 
districts have the same chance, the same studies and the same les- 
sons as if he attended the center school? It will take time to bring 
this about, and means careful study and intelligent supervision ; but 
will not the results repay for the labor expended? This should not 
be undertaken unless it could be carried out for a number of years, 
for a change to this system and then back to the present one would 
be a positive detriment to the schools. 

How can we improve the schools ? 

1. Parents should take more interest in the schools and visit them 
oftener. Visits to schools by parents and citizens are a decided 
benefit to the school-iu several ways. 

2. The School Board should visit the schools as often as the law 
requires. 

3. All of the School laws should be enforced, especially that of 
School attendance. 

4. Expect a teacher to make good the time for which they are 
paid. In all manufacturing establishments operatives are held ac- 
countable to the quarter hour. Why not teachers to the half day, 
or day, at least? 

5. To instruct the teacher to teach accuracy and thoroughness ; 
to see that the scholars know and understand each principle, and to 
dwell upon that until itis mastered. It is not the number of pages 
a boy has studied, it is the facts he has learned, that he must rely 
on in business. 

6. Elect the best men to office. No person should be eligible to 
serve on the School Board who bas not sufficient education to teach. 

It is hoped that some of these suggestions may be helpful, and it 
is certainly believed that the nearer they are followed the better 
schools we shall have in the future.
